prosecuted but a number of persons 
have been warned by tho officers to 
desist in cruelty. 
\Vheu a case is 


brought to the attention of the society 
a postal card is sent to ;tbe offender 
setting forth the statutes of the stato 
upon tbo subject of cruelty to animals, 
aud they aro asked to desist 
If they 


do not hood tho warning an oflicer is 
sent to notify them that they will be 
prosecuted if tho cruelty does not 


IFO at once aud tho second warniu 


is generally productive of the desired 
results. Tho laws of tba stato aro as 
follows: 


"Whoever shall bo guilty of cruelty 


to any animal iu auy of tho ways 
mentioned in this soct.iou, shall be 
fined not less than 63 nor more than 
»200, via: 


"First—By overloading, overdriv- 


ing, 
overworking, cruelly beating, 


torturing, tormenting, mutilating, or 
cruelly killing auy animal, or causing 
or knowingly allowing the same to be 
done. 


"Second—By cruelly working any 


old, maimed, infirm, sick or disabled 
animal, or causiug 
or 
kuowiugly 


nllowing tho same to lie done. 


"Third—By unnecessarily failing to 


provide any animal in his charge or 
custody, us owner or otherwise, with 
proper food, drink aud shelter. 


"Fourth—By abaudouing any old, 


maimed, 
infirm 
sick 
or 
disabled 


animal. 


"Fifth—Ey currying or driving, or 


causing to bo carried or driven or 
ktpt, auy animal iu nu uuuecefcsarily 
cruel manner." 


Among the statutes of the stato i'or 


tho protection of children are the fol- 
lowiug: 


"Any person who shall wilfully aud 


unnecessarily expose to tho iuclemen 
cyof the weather, or shall in auy other 
manner injure in health or limb, any 
child, appreutice, or 
othur person 


under his legal control, shall bo find 
not exceeding .$.100, or imprisoned in 
tho penitentiary not exceeding live 
years.''

There are many fables told about th' 


camel; riding him is supposed to mak 
people seaiick; lie has the reputalioi 
of being very vicious; he is supposed ti 
have several stomachs and to go fo: 
weeks without water as a matter o: 
choice. I caa only say that in near!} 
four years of experience I have neve 
yet met with a case of seasickness o' 
really vicious camel, except when they 
aj-ii in a state called by the Arabs 
"saim," which means "fasting," am 
corresponds to the "rutting" period in 
stags. As regards the cornel's stomach 
I believe it is identically the same as 
that of any other ruminant, or that, at 
any rate, there is no formation o 
stomachs which would enable him to d 
without water. 


His abstinence is meiely the result 


of training; and it is a fallacy to & 
pose that he is better without water or 
can work as well. In the camel corps 
we watered our camels every second 
day in the summer and every third du\ 
in winter, giving them their fill of water 
morning and evening on those days; 
but if in thesummerweexpectedalong 
desert march without water we traine 
them beforehand by only waterin 
ci cry third day; but I never found that 
this impiTOcd their condition. 
The 


Arabs keep their camels longer without 
water, it is true, but then they travel 
slower and their animals are grazed 
on soft food, containing a certain 
amount of moisture; this lowers their 
condition and makes them inferior to 
n corn-fed camel when hard work and 
long, fast journeys have to be done. 


We always found that if we put a 


grass-fed Arab camel alongside of ours 
it failed in work and enduranea; if corn- 
fed it cried out for water as soon and 
sooner than oura did. I say "cried out," 
because a camel when it wants water 
rnoans continually, and there is no more 
painful sound at night in the desert 
than the ceaseless moaning of thirsty 
camels.—Cornliill Magazine.
